JN  this  selection  of  drawings  the  English  School  has  been  emphasized,  for 
today  serious  interest  is  taken  in  these  inceptive  productions,  their  study 
giving  greater  conception  and  understanding  of  the  finished  work.  Drawings 
by  the  earlier  English  artists  have  hitherto  been  neglected,  for  watercolor.  the 
youngest  of  artistic  media,  was  developed  mainly  by  the  efforts  of  its  English 
precursors  who  amplified  it  from  the  topographical  sketches  made  for  publi- 
cation in  the  numerous  Landscape  Annuals  and  Picturesque  I  tews  of  various 
parts  of  England  as  well  as  Illustrations  of  the  .Mansions  and  Seats  of  the 
Xobility.  These  reproduced  in  colored  aquatint  are  much  sought  today,  the 
originals  having  later  adorned  their  Georgian  interiors,  this  conducing  to  the 
due  estimation  and  encouragement  of  an  aspiring  branch  of  art.  affording  its 
struggling  practitioners  a  means  of  livelihood  alternative  to  the  teaching  of 
the  'Polite  Accomplishment'  of  Drawing  in  Watercolor  moss-grown  ruins 
and  weather-beaten  cottages,  a  fashionable  cult  travestied  in  Dr.  Syntax's 
Tours  in  Search  of  the  Picturesque.  The  peaceful  charm  of  the  countryside, 
the  beauty  of  Lake  scenery,  and  the  rugged  contours  of  Scotch  and  Welsh 
mountain  vistas  enticed  the  brush  of  native  artist,  and  the'r  pictorial  quality 
demonstrated  by  Girtin.  Turner,  and  their  contemporaries  having  attained 
proficiency  and  dignity,  grew  into  serious  and  purposeful  accomplishment, 
appealing  to  the  public  as  a  definite  form  of  artistic  achievement  appropriate 
to  the  present  tendency  toward  eighteenth  century  period  decoration,  which 
ordains  refined  simplicity  of  form  and  color.
